Derelict mansion destroyed, 10 lorries burned out and a skip damaged

Separate suspected arson attacks 
in Epsom have destroyed a 
derelict mansion, 10 lorries at a 
family business and a skip. 

The former Epsom hospital site 
was so devastated by the blaze, its 
cause cannot be investigated by 
firefighters who suspect it was 
started deliberately - the latest in 
a spate of attacks there. 

Officers from Surrey Fire and 
Rescue were first called out just 
after 7.30pm on Friday, October 2, 
to Hollywood Lodge - part of the 
former Epsom hospital site in 
Horton Lane. 


Since the hospital closed down 
in 2003 it has suffered repeated 
arson attacks and been daubed 
with graffiti. 

Just hours later, £1.5m of dam¬ 
age was caused as 10 of a family 
haulage company’s 22 lorries 
were completely burned out in a 
suspected arson attack. 

Four crews from neighbouring 
stations were sent to Penwarden 
Haulage in College Road, Epsom, 
at 4.45am where they found 10 lor¬ 
ries and a skip from Premier 
Skips alight. 

Nearby residents reported being 
woken up by “horrendous” 
flames and “loud bangs” from ex¬ 
ploding tyres. 

An investigation into the fire 
concluded it had a deliberate 


origin. Surrey Police are investi¬ 
gating the fire. 

Much of the damage will be cov¬ 
ered by insurance and it will re¬ 
vise its existing security systems, 
the company said. 

Luke Penwarden, transport 
manager of the family business 
said he could not imagine why 
someone would target the compa¬ 
ny. 

He said: “We’re not the sort of 
firm to upset people. In 25 years 
we have not upset anyone. I just 
don’t know why someone would 
do this. We are definitely going to 
be very secured from now on. No 
one will be able to get in again.” 

A spokesman from Epsom fire 
station said crews had been called 
to the empty three-storey 


hospital, built in the early 18th 
century, around a dozen times 
over the past 10 years. 

The mansion was originally 
called Horton Lodge and stood in 
landscaped grounds, with a 
walled garden, stables, ornamen¬ 
tal ponds and an ice house. 

Crews from Surrey Fire and 
Rescue sent seven fire engines 
and three specialist vehicles to 
tackle the fire. 

A spokesman for Surrey Police 
said: “A scene guard was put in 
place overnight after fire services 
had put out the suspicious 
blaze. 

“Due to the extent of the fire 
there are no further opportuni¬ 
ties for forensic or fire 
investigation.”

The summer may be over, but 
only last week one startled 
Epsom resident discovered 
a family of eight-legged 
invaders had set up “right 
outside” his grandsons’ 
bedroom. 

Phil Hewett, of Ruxley 
Lane, Epsom, first noticed the 
distinctive funnel-shaped 
webs under the eaves of a gar¬ 
den shed, “less than a metre” 
from where Archie Smith, 
five, and Henry Hewett, three, 
sleep when they visit. 

Mr Hewett, 64, believes the 
beasts were either venomous 
funnel-web spiders, which 
have been spotted in the UK 
before, or the closely-related 
tube-web spiders. 

The semi-retired builder 
said: “When we disturbed the 


webs these huge spiders with 
massive fangs dropped out. 

“I think they would freak 
out a lot of people - they are 
big and very aggressive. 

“Their fangs look like they 
would hurt a lot if you were 
bitten and they have very 
powerful legs.” 

Mr Hewett disposed of the 
spiders by luring them out 
with a mixture of peppermint 
oil and water, before killing 
them. 

He said: “I know animal 
lovers would say I should 
have got rid of them a differ¬ 
ent way, but I did not want 
them running off and scaring 
anyone else. 

“I think they might have 
given someone else a much 
bigger shock.” 



HEALTH: ‘Temporary’ removal at Leatherhead Community Hospital to be permanent 

No return for inpatient services

After almost a year of cam¬ 
paigning from local health 
groups and the Mole Valley 
Liberal Democrats, it has 
been announced inpatient 
services will not return to 
Leatherhead Community 
Hospital, pictured. 

In the wake of the transfer 
of beds to Dorking, Epsom 
and Molesey in November 
2014, the Surrey Downs Clini¬ 
cal Commisioning Group 
(CCG) declared it was a tem¬ 
porary measure due to staff 
shortages. 

But after a summer of pub¬ 
lic consultation the CCG has 
done an about-face. 

In a wide review of services 
published last week, the CCG 
put forward four options to 


be considered in the coming 
months, none of which in¬ 
volve the return of inpatient 
beds. 

Lib Dem parliamentary 
spokesman for Mole Valley, 
Paul Kennedy, who spear¬ 
headed the campaign, has 
called on the CCG to over¬ 
turn its decision until “resi¬ 
dents have an opportunity to 
have their say”. 

He said: “I feel there was 
not enough public consulta¬ 
tion over the summer and 
this has been pushed in 
through the back door. 

“There may have been pub¬ 
lic meetings over the sum¬ 
mer, but it all feels very much 
like they made the decision to 
close services permanently 
back in November and never 
seriously considered any 
alternative. 

“One of the meetings was in 
Esher, which is very hard 


to get to for people in 
Leatherhead, especially the 
ones who don’t drive. 

“They will be most affected 
by this, if they have to travel 
further to receive care or 
visit loved ones.” 

However, Dr Jill Evans, 
clinical lead for the 
community hospital 
review, said: “We 
have sought the 
views of local 
people through¬ 
out the review 
and listened to 
their comments. 

“They have gen¬ 
uinely helped 
shape the review 
process and at our re¬ 
cent governing body 
meeting we agreed we will 
now move forward to public 
consultation based on the op¬ 
tions in the report. 

“On assessment of all 


factors, these did not support 
a case for beds on the 
Leatherhead site but under 
all four options there would 
still be the same number 
of inpatient rehabilitation 
beds across the Surrey 
Downs area. 

“The options 
focus on 
where the 
beds are 
located in 
future to 
best meet 
changes 
in the 
local pop¬ 
ulation and 
future de¬ 
mand for 
services.” 

Conservative Tim 
Hall, a member of Surrey 
County Council’s wellbeing 
and health scrutiny board, 
accused Mr Kennedy of 



‘irresponsibly politicising’ 
the review. 

Mr Hall, who represents 
Leatherhead and Fetcham 
East, also accused the former 
Hammersmith and Fulham 
borough councillor of mis¬ 
leading the public as to the 
number of patients on the 
ward, saying only two per 
cent of patients seen at 
Leatherhead were in-patients 
at the time of closure. 

He said: “The fact is, 
medicine has changed. 

“Everyone has this roman¬ 
tic idea of the old-style cot¬ 
tage hospital, but the reality 
is it’s much more effective to 
deliver healthcare this way.” 

The review can be found 
at surreydownsccg.nhs.uk 
and a series of public consul¬ 
tation meetings are expected 
to be held in November, 
although dates have not been 
set. 


Council covers 
up 15 penises 

The 15 penises spray-painted 
next to potholes in Cock 
Lane, Fetcham, have been 
covered up with black paint 
by the council. 

The phallic symbols, pic¬ 
tured below, which appeared 
overnight on September 28, 
were initially dismissed as an 
“act of pure vandalism” by a 
Surrey county councillor. 

But the state of the road led 
some residents to believe it 
might have been “some sort 
of protest”. 

Surrey County Council ear¬ 
marked the road as part of 
Operation Horizon, a £100m 
project to fix the county’s 
worst roads, which began in 
2013, but repairs are yet to 
start. 

John Furey, Surrey County 
Council cabinet member for 
highways, transport and 
flooding, maintained that it 
was an ineffective protest and 
an act of vandalism. 

He said: “We dealt with it 
because it was something we 
did not want to remain on our 
roads. 

“You do not need to do 
graffiti that is not nice for 
children to see on the road. 

“I do not think it was 
frustration, I think it was 
vandalism. 

“There are hundreds and 
thousands of residents who 
do use the right methods of 
contacting us. When we have 
the report, we deal with it.”

Dr Yeoh detectives commended 


A team of detectives has 
been officially commend¬ 
ed for helping to jail a 
doctor caught secretly 
filming his patients. 

Detective Inspector 
Sarah Rees, Detective 
Sergeant Andrew Wick- 
ens and Detective Consta¬ 
ble Aaron Moon, pictured 
with senior crown prose¬ 
cutor Hina Rai, were 
awarded Metropolitan Po¬ 
lice assistant commis¬ 
sioner’s commendations. 

The trio was praised for 
their investigation into 
Dr Lam Hoe Yeoh, who 
was jailed for five years 
and placed on the lifetime 
sex offenders register in 
November 2014 after 
being convicted of voyeu¬ 
ristic crimes “on a 
scale never previously 



encountered by the Met”. 

The investigation was 
sparked in April 2014 
after a tiny digital camera 
was found in a hospital 
toilet in Sutton. 

When detectives re¬ 
viewed footage on the 
camera, they found that 
Dr Yeoh had accidentally 
filmed himself. 


After he was arrested, 
police discovered footage 
of both adults and chil¬ 
dren, filmed by Dr Yeoh 
up and down the country. 

Detectives estimated the 
footage would have taken 
three years to watch. 

The Sutton team was 
praised for taking on 
such a complex case with 
limited resources, after 
they were forced to comb 
through Dr Yeoh’s tax 
records to piece together 
his work history and 
track down his victims. 

Chief Superintendent 
David Snelling, Sutton 
borough commander, 
said: “They demonstrated 
outstanding detective ab¬ 
ility, delivering excep¬ 
tional victim care and 
outstanding results.”

Lallement lets fly at Lib Dems

After her controversial resig¬ 
nation, outgoing Surrey Cou¬ 
nty Council (SCC) Councillor 
Stella Lallement has levelled 
a series of stinging attacks on 
the Epsom and Ewell Liberal 
Democrats. 

Initially claiming her deci¬ 
sion was down to differences 
with her local party, Mrs 
Lallement has since accused 
them of discriminating agai¬ 
nst her based on nationality. 

Brazilian-born Mrs Lalle¬ 
ment, who has lived in the 
UK since 2009, said: “I felt 
they discriminated against 
me because I was inexperi¬ 
enced in local politics, but the 
phrase they also used was 
that I had a ‘lack of experi¬ 
ence in the UK’. 

“What are they implying 
there? Does it mean I could 
not be a good councillor? 

“Does it mean my views 
aren’t valid? How do they 
think I became a councillor?” 

Mrs Lallement was elected 
in the Epsom West ward in 


May 2013, but her confessed 
“disillusionment” with the 
role, as well as difficulties in 
her personal life, saw her 
council attendance fall shar¬ 
ply this year. 

Juggling a full-time job, and 
caring duties for her seven- 
year-old son and her elderly 
mother, Mrs Lallement at¬ 
tended just one council meet¬ 
ing in 2015. 

She also said she felt 
“shackled” by the Lib Dem 
party machine, citing a 
culture of “complain and 
blame” as a party of opposi¬ 
tion, rather than one of co¬ 
operation with the majority 
Conservative party. 

County C7ouncillor Eber 
Kington, of the Residents’ 
Association, echoed this, say¬ 
ing: “I think this whole thing 
illustrates how being a mem¬ 
ber of a political party de¬ 
mands conformity. 

“It does not allow for inde¬ 
pendent thinking. 

“To an extent it does not 
happen in the Conservative 
party because they toe the 
line more, but I can see how 
an independent thinker like 
Stella could fall out with her

local party. I have to say 
I enjoyed working 
with her on the coun¬ 
ty council and there 
was never a time 
when we had a dis¬ 
agreement.” 

Mrs Lallement’s 
claims were refuted 
by former Lib Dem 
Epsom and Ewell Bor¬ 
ough councillor, Julie 
Morris, pictured inset, who 
said the outgoing councillor 
was “given every support”. 

Mrs Morris said: “We are a 
practical party when it comes 
to local issues - there is no 
diktat from Lib Dem head¬ 
quarters as to how we do 
things. 

“And as for the accusations 
of discrimination - that is 
just rubbish. 

“It is fundamentally wrong 
and nothing could be fur¬ 
ther from the truth. 

“To be honest I do not 
think Stella is the type of 
person who was ever com¬ 
fortable operating within a 
team, which is what you 
have to do in politics.” 

Mrs Lallement said she 
enjoyed working with 


Lunchbox opens for the homeless and vulnerable 


Two friends are filling the 
stomachs of homeless and 
vulnerable people in Leather- 
head and filling the gap left 
by the closure of a Mole 
Valley charity. 

Volunteers at the Pitstop, 
pictured, was forced to tem¬ 
porarily stop its provision of 
free lunches, anger manage¬ 
ment classes, job training 
and assistance with accom¬ 
modation, when an educa¬ 
tional organisation took over 
its premises in August. 

It had used a temporary lo¬ 
cation at Leatherhead United 
Reformed Church since its 
original site at Leatherhead 


Football Club was severely 
flooded in 2013. 

But Colin Plumpton, an ex¬ 
trustee of the charity, and his 
friend David Putland, have 
resurrected the care of needy 
people in the area by creating 
Lunchbox - weekly lunch¬ 
es at Leatherhead 
Methodist Church hall 
every Wednesday. 

Mr Plumpton said: 
“Pitstop closing for 
the foreseeable future 
left a void for anybody 
who needs a good hot 
meal. 

“So we decided to put 
on a one-day-a-week lunch 


voluntarily in the Methodist 
chapel. 

“This is totally independent 
of Pitstop. It is independent of 
the churches. It is just two 
Christians and volunteers.”

It will be open to anyone 
over the age of 16.

The pair are looking for 
volunteers to help at Lunch¬ 
box as well as donations of 
tinned food.

Eight policemen and women 
were applauded for their “ro¬ 
bust approach” in bringing to 
justice an American gaming 
fanatic who tried to kill an 
Epsom woman. 

They were commended for 
their “attention to detail” 
during a six-month, interna¬ 
tional investigation that 
ended with jealous online 
gamer Shane Coffey receiv¬ 
ing two life sentences. 

Coffey, then 19, flew over 
from America on Good Fri¬ 
day in 2014 with the intention 
of killing Fahra Dowlut, who 
was 18 at the time of the 
attack. He forced his way into 


her first-floor bedroom in 
Hook Road at 3am and re¬ 
peatedly stabbed her. 

But Fahra was saved by her 
brother Mohammad Dowlut, 
then 22, who wrestled the 
knifeman off her despite re¬ 
ceiving stab wounds himself. 

Mr Dowlut’s bravery was 
recognised at the Surrey Po¬ 
lice chief constable’s com¬ 
mendation ceremony held 
earlier this year. 

Coffey pleaded guilty to at¬ 
tempted murder in Novem¬ 
ber 2014, wounding with 
intent to cause GBH and ag¬ 
gravated burglary. 

A Surrey Police spokesman 
said: “There were many com¬ 
plex obstacles and logistic 
and legal intricacies of this 
international investigation, 
however the officers and staff 


involved worked tirelessly on 
the case for six months. 

“The outstanding quality of 
this investigation, the atten¬ 
tion to detail and relentless, 
robust approach meant the 
offender, who had made re¬ 
peated denials, had no option 
left but to plead guilty and as 
a result of this plea, received 
two life sentences.” 

At Coffey’s sentencing in 
November 2014, Judge Rec¬ 
order Christopher Critchlow 
said: “It is difficult to imagine 
a more nightmarish situation 
for a young female asleep in 
her own bedroom and woken 
to find herself being attacked 
by a man intent on killing 
her.” 

He praised her brother Mo¬ 
hammad’s courage, saying: 
“It may have been a natural

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The community youth services 
budget in Mole Valley has been 
almost halved this year, and 
services in Epsom and Ewell 
have been cut by 8 per cent, in 
the wake of a county-wide 11 per 
cent cut. 

While the overall spending re¬ 
duction was outlined in Febru¬ 
ary’s Surrey County Council 
budget, changes in spending 
have varied greatly between 
boroughs. 

Mole Valley District Council 
has seen services cut by 42 per 
cent, and Runnymede borough 
by 29 per cent, while Guildford 
has had an increase of 26 per

cent. Spending distribution is de¬ 
cided by a formula that takes 
into account factors including 
population and previous rates of 
young people not in education, 
employment or training (Neet). 

Epsom and Ewell has a Neet 
rate of just 1.1 per cent, and the 
county’s is 1.7 per cent, com¬ 
pared with the 12.7 per cent na¬ 
tional average. 

Youth support services are 
aimed at vulnerable young peo¬ 
ple with a target of reducing the 
Neet rate, and are assisted by 
specialists in family work, sub¬ 
stance misuse, accommodation 
and mental health. 

Surrey County Councillor, 
Eber Kington - also chairman of 
the Epsom and Ewell local com¬ 
mittee into community youth 
services - suggested Epsom and 


Ewell and Mole Valley had been 
“punished to an extent” by 
strong performance. 

Mr Kington said: “Our local 
team is focused on employability 
of young people and that is why 
our Neet rate is so low. 

“So because they have done a 
good job, they now have less 
money to work with. 

“Fortunately in Epsom our cut 
is not as big as the county-wide 
cut, but it’s still 8 per cent. 

“We accept times are tough at 
the moment and cuts need to be 
made somewhere, so we are not 
completely surprised, but it is 
still unfortunate.”

Plans to close courts in drive for austerity 


Epsom residents may have to dou¬ 
ble their journey time in the pur¬ 
suit of legal matters if the 
Ministry of Justice (MoJ) decides 
to close its nearest courthouse. 

The MoJ announced plans to 
shut the magistrates’ court, 
county court and family court in 
Hatchlands Road, Redhill, as 
part of an austerity drive in July. 

The consultation period for the 
proposed closures ends this 
Thursday, October 8, although 
an MoJ spokesman said a deci¬ 
sion would not be “imminent”. 

Many defendants from Epsom 
pass through the Reigate law 
courts in Redhill because the 
town’s county court closed about 
five years ago. 

But the closure would mean 
Epsom residents would have to 
travel farther afield to courts in 
Guildford (18 miles from Epsom 
town centre) or Staines (15 
miles). 

The jobs of the court’s 24 staff

would also be uncertain. 

Paul Harris, delivery director 
for HM Courts and Tribunals Ser¬ 
vice South East, said the building 
has been targeted because of its 
ability to deliver an efficient ser¬ 
vice has been”compromised”. 

In an official MoJ document 


outlining the reasons behind 
the proposal, he wrote: “I have 
identified buildings where I be¬ 
lieve our ability to deliver an ef¬ 
ficient service has been 
compromised by poor facilities, 
where usage is low and where 
the building does not provide 
appropriate value for the public 
money spent on it. 

“I have carefully considered 
the impact of the proposed 
changes - both locally and 
across the south east. 

“Of course, staff would be af¬ 
fected by these proposed 
changes. Although the impact 
will be limited, I will make sure 
this is managed properly. 

“I understand that these pro¬ 
posals could result in some peo¬ 
ple having longer journeys to 
the courts and tribunals. I am 
committed to working with 
rural communities to provide 
alternative ways for the public 
to access the justice system.”

Mr Pantalleresco, of Brighton Road, Tad- 
worth, along with Sebastiano Ragusa, 31, a 
door superviser of Celandine Close, Tower 
Hamlets, and Lewis Thorne, 22, a door super¬ 
viser of St Lawrence Chase, Ramsgate, Kent, 
pleaded not guilty to a single charge of gross 
negligence manslaughter at the Old Bailey 
on Monday, October 5. 

The three will stand trial on January 4.

Girl who accused man 
of touching her ‘told lies’

A father-of-four has been ac¬ 
quitted of sexually touching 
a 13-year-old girl’s thigh. 

A jury of seven men and 
five women took just under 
two hours to find John 
Nielsen, 70, of Old School 
Place, Croydon, not guilty at 
Kingston Crown Court on 
Friday, October 2. 

He had told interviewers 
he “had nothing to hide”. 

Mr Nielsen had been ac¬ 
cused of the offence between 


August 1 and September 14 
last year, at Hunt’s Cafe in 
Chessington Business Park. 

In relation to the charge, 
Mr Nielsen said he had 
made a “poking” gesture to¬ 
wards a rash on the girl’s 
leg, but had stopped short of 
touching her. 

“He said if he had touched 
her, it would not have been 
sexual. 

Defence counsel Joao Ar- 
senio said the girl had a his¬ 
tory of making things up. 

Mr Arsenio said: “Of 
course Mr Nielsen was sym¬ 
pathetic to her and that, I’ll 
submit to you, was his 


biggest mistake.” 

He argued the allegation 
could relate to the fact Mr 
Nielsen told the girl he was 
moving to Croydon, and she 
did not want to lose him. 

Mr Arsenio told the jury: 
“She knew he was going 
away. And she could not 
bear to miss someone who 
was being friendly to her.” 

Prosecutor Chetna Patel 
had told the jury Mr Nielsen 
was waiting for an opportu¬ 
nity after weeks of talking to 
the young girl. 

The complainant said she 
had endured weeks of sug¬ 
gestive comments such as 


being called “sexy” and told 
“if there weren’t any CCTV 
cameras around here I’d 
take you to my flat”. 

Mr Nielsen who lived at 
the business park at the 
time, denied calling her 
sexy, but admitted he had 
made comments about 
CCTV. 

He added on the occasion 
he mentioned CCTV, the girl 
had been “lingering”, and 
wanting to leave, he told her 
he was not going to take her 
to his flat. 

The jury found Mr Nielsen 
innocent of touching the 
girl.

Do not ignore poor parking 


The last thing I want to see is the 
roads of Epsom being used as 
race tracks (Ian Strutt, Septem¬ 
ber 24). But turning a blind eye to 
antisocial parking, as some kind 
of quasi-traffic calming measure, 
is not the answer. 

I cannot speak on the specific 
issues in Greenway, but my own 
area has several locations where 


people routinely park within a 
few metres of the junction. I un¬ 
derstand it is awkward to find a 
space at times, but that does not 
excuse some of the parking tac¬ 
tics we have to navigate through. 

The Highway Code (rule 243) 
prohibits parking within 10m of 
junctions, but the council and/or 
police seem unable or unwilling 


to address this. There are gen¬ 
uine safety issues navigating in 
and out of T-junctions where 
parking is so intense. The risks 
will increase as electric cars be¬ 
come more prevalent. 

It seems to me the problem 
would be significantly ameliorat¬ 
ed with strategically-placed dou¬ 
ble yellows. It has worked where 


they have been employed. More 
widespread use of double yellows 
should be avoided unless there is 
a clear strategic value. 

Mr Strutt’s suggestion of 
20mph speed limits should also 
be given careful consideration in 
some areas.

After a long-winded route through 
parliament, new regulations are 
now in place which affect all 
private landlords in the UK. 

From October 1 landlords must 
have at least one smoke alarm in¬ 
stalled on every storey of their 
properties and a carbon monoxide 
alarm in any room containing a 
solid fuel burning appliance. 

Leaders' technical and compli¬ 
ance director, Carole Charge, 
addresses some key questions 
relating to the new regulations: 

What happens if I do 
not comply with the new 
regulations? The regulations 
will be enforced by local 
authorities who can impose 
a fine of up to £5,000. 

Who is responsible for checking 
the alarms are working? At 
the start of a tenancy it is the 
responsibility of the landlord 
to make sure the alarms are 
working - alarms should be 
checked on the first day of the 
tenancy commencement. 

During the tenancy tenants 
should take responsibility for 
their own safety and test 
alarms regularly. 


Should I have a carbon monoxide 
alarm for gas appliances? This 
is not required by the new 
regulations, however, the PRS 
Code of Conduct require all let 
properties with gas appliances to 
have a carbon monoxide alarm. As 
Leaders subscribes to this code of 
conduct, we require alarms in all 
our let properties which have 
either gas or solid fuel appliances. 

Should the alarms be hard-wired 
or battery-powered? The regula¬ 
tions do not stipulate one type or 
another, however if your property 
is a house share or house in multi¬ 
ple occupation (HMO) - a property 
in which three or more people live 
but do not form one household, i.e. 
they are not related or in a rela¬ 
tionship - you must comply with 
the HMO and building regulations 
that apply to your property. 

Should the alarms be installed in 
a specific place? Apart from stipu¬ 
lating that there should be at least 
one smoke alarm installed on 
every storey and a carbon 
monoxide alarm in any 
room containing a solid 
fuel burning appliance, 
the regulations do not 


specify exactly where the alarms 
should be placed. The alarm 
manufacturer's instructions should 
be followed. A storey is a part of a 
building comprising all the rooms 
that are on the same level and the 
regulations apply to all storeys 
that have at least one room used 


wholly or partly as living accommo¬ 
dation. This includes bathrooms, 
WCs, halls, landings and stairways. 

How much do alarms cost to 
install? Prices vary however 
Leaders can arrange for compliant 
alarms and monitors to be fitted 
for £27+VAT (£32.40) plus 
contract tor costs. 


Buyers expect to find 
forever home by 44 


New research has found that house 
buyers across the country expect 
to be living in their forever home 
by the time they turn 44. 

Older homeowners appear to 
be more sceptical however, with 
a third of people over the age of 
55 saying they do not believe a 
forever home, in which you 
would live for the rest of your 
life, even exists. 

The survey byTepilo, Sarah 
Beeny's estate agent, suggests 
that the average house buyer in 
Britain has a budget of £205,221 
and will own on average two 
properties during their lifetime. 

Once homeowners reach the age 
of 44 they have had the chance to 
move up the property ladder and 
start a family and are then in the 
right position to take out a 20 year 
mortgage which can be repaid by 
the time they retire. 

When it came to a purchasing 
partner, homeowners made a dif¬ 
ferent decision depending on 
where in the country they were 
looking. People living in Wales 
were most likely to buy a property 


alone (35 per cent), whereas those 
house hunting in the North East 
were least likely to make a solo 
purchase (three per cent). 

Tepilo surveyed 2,001 people 
and out of them 65 per cent 
said that location was their 
main consideration when buying 
a new house. Buyers looked for 
good transport links, close 
proximity to shops and amenities, 
and a low crime rate when 
considering a location. 

The number of bedrooms a 
property has was second on the 
list when it came to house-buying 
priorities, and garden size was 
also very important. Approximately 
19 per cent of those asked actually 
said that having a downstairs toilet 
would be their top priority when 
house hunting. 

Of those surveyed, a tenth of 
them said they would pay £30,000 
more than a property's asking price 
in order to secure their dream 
home. London residents said they 
would pay at least £10,000 over 
the asking price to close a deal on 
their ideal property. A

Epsom Property Values 9.7% higher than a year ago 


Epsom property values rose by 0.5% last 
month, meaning they are 9.7% higher than 
12 months ago. Overall, I expect future 
property price growth to remain firm, built 
on the foundations of an improving labour 
market, strengthening economy and 
very low mortgage rates. In fact, talking 
to a number of other agents in the area, 
mortgage arrangers and solicitors (all of 
whom have their direct finger on the pulse 
of the Epsom property market), the steady 
long term growth in Epsom property prices 
tied in by strong demand conditions so 
far this summer, alongside an underlying 
lack of supply and the continued low 
mortgage rate environment, means the 
slow but steady upward momentum of the 
Epsom property market is hopefully likely 
to continue in the second half of 2015. 

However, there are a couple points I wish to 
highlight as all my blog readers will know, I like 
to give a balanced and honest opinion of what 
is happening in the Epsom property market. 
The two main points being low interest rates 
and a lack of supply of property. 


Interest rates first - Mark Carney (Chief of 
the Bank of England) said in a speech a few 
weeks ago at Lincoln Cathedral, the Bank will 
be seriously considering raising interest rates 
around Christmas time. An upward movement 
in interest rates will temper demand and result 
in a marked slowdown in house price growth. 
Mr Carney said that only six out of ten people 
that had a mortgage (57% to exact) had a 
variable rate mortgage, compared with more 
than one in seven (73% to be exact) in the 
Summer of 2012. Now I am not a mortgage 
arranger and cannot give advice, but rates are 
only going in one direction, so whether you are 
a landlord or homeowner, this might be a time 
to consider fixing your mortgage rate? Don’t 
say I didn’t warn you! 

Tie this in with the stricter mortgage lending rules 
which were introduced in 2014, which affected 
people’s ability to have larger mortgages, this 
means homeowners will need to be realistic in 
their pricing if they want to sell. Reading other 
recent reports though, property owners have 
continued to pay off mortgages at a faster rate 
while mortgage rates have been low. Therefore, 
when mortgage rates rise, the affect on home 


movers sentiment which, given the shortage of 
supply, would result in a marked slowdown in 
the rate of house price growth. 


Shortage of Supply - As I have mentioned 
in previous articles, the number of houses 
on the market in Epsom is at an all time low. 
One reason is the large number of buy to let 
landlords who have bought Epsom property 
over the past fifteen years. Unlike first time 
buyers who tend to move on after a few years, 
landlords tend to keep their properties long 
term, meaning there are less properties coming 
onto the market ... thus restricting supply and 
sales. In fact over the last four months, only 
5,181 properties in the Surrey County Council 
area have changed hands and sold, compared 
to 6,599 in the same time frame in 2014, a not 
so insignificant drop of 21.49%.
